To produce and dispose profitably of their produce, the route 
to the ocean and to the shipH to reach foreign markets must be 
shortened— the St. Lawrence Seaway offers the solution. 
The transportation economies which will result from the ad­ 
mission of ocean vessels, via the St. Lawrence Seaway, to the grain 
ports of the upper lakes, will equalize the transportation costs 
with those of th** Argentine farmer whose average rail rate to tho 
seaboard does not exceed 12 cents per bushel.

Montreal it costs about 27 cents per bushel. 
By way of Duluth 
and thence via the St. Lawrence Seaway to Liverpool direct it 
will cost about 20 cents per bushel. 
The principal commodities which will be brought into the 
Lakes through the St. Lawrence Seaway will be pulpwood, wood- 
pulp, sulphur, china clay, coffee, cocoa, sugar, fruits, nuts, rubber, 
fertilizer materials, lumber, hides, canned goods, asphaltum, gums, 
tanning extracts, sago and tapioca, fibers and textile grasses, flax­ 
seed, seed for planting, spices, vegetable oils, granite and hard­ 
ware. 
The principal commodities which will be shipped outward will 
be grain, iron ore, iron and steel, coal, agricultural implements, 
automobiles and vehicles, salt, copper, meat and dairy products, 
and the countless manufactures of the industrial centers of the 
Great Lakes. 
The opening of the Great Lakes to ocean vessels would enable 
intercoastal lines to reach the important cities of Cleveland, To­ 
ledo, Detroit, Duluth, Milwaukee and Chicago at rates which 
Would permit a rail haul* beyond these points at a total cost very 
much less than the transcontinental rates applying to this terri­ 
tory, and likewise very much less than the present cost of ship­ 
ping by rail to either seaboard and thence by canal to destinations 
at the other side of the country.

B rainerd needs an airplane field properly smoothed out and 
m arked in regular m anner. 
The need is imperative. 
Airplane fields have been a topic of discussion of our service 
clubs and Chamber of Commerce, but little has been done beyond 
the “talk” stage. 
Henry and Peter Rosko, of Rosko Brothers, have permitted 
aviators to land on their field southeast of Brainerd. 
They have, 
without reward, done what they could in removing rocks from 
the ground and endeavoring to smooth off the ground. They have 
made the offer that if the city or some organization wishes to 
sponsor the field and make it conform to airplane regulations, 
that they will lease enough acreage if the taxes are assumed by 
city or organization. 
This offer is made for a number of years 
after which they will consider a plan to purchase the ground. 
Brainerd must not lag in this airplane field matter. 
Lieu­ 
tenant Walter Bullock, a coast to coast mail plane flier, said I he' 
mail route will soon be established from Duluth to Fargo and 
fliers will be winging their way over Brainerd. Other planes fol­ 
low the mail route and if Brainerd wishes to have aviators stop at 
Brainerd it must have a properly marked airplane field conform­ 
ing to aviation regulations. 
D. D. Schrader reports that the district manager of the 
Standard Oil Company said his company will place the* proper 
markers free, minus any advertising, just as soon as the proper 
field is provided. 
Little Falls, and many other towns of its size are providing 
fields. 
Even Pequot has heard the call of the air and is getting 
busy to provide a field.
